Macmillan moves up from his 
post as Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, the government’s key 
financial post. He will have a 
free hand in picking the team 
he wants to run the govern- 
ment.

EAST GERMANY 
CLAMPS NEW WAIT 
ON WEST’S TRAINS 


BERLIN, Jan. 10 (AP)\—Com- 
munist East Germany has 
forced a new slowdown of mili- 
tary trains of the Western pow- 
ers traveling to and from iso- 
lated West Berlin, Western of- 
ficials disclosed today 

The officials said the East 
German authorities, acting with 
the approval of the Soviet army, 
are requiring French, British 
and United States Army trains 
to wait exactly one half hour 
on the border between East 
Germany and free West Ger- 
many. Previously the Russians 
let the trains go through with 
only a five-minute wait. 

Free rail access to West Ber- 
lin, 110 miles deep in East Ger- 
many, was guaranteed by the 
Russians after their blockade of 
this Allied occupied cit\ failed 
in 1949. 

German Officials said traffic 
was moving normally on the 
superhighway linking West Ber- 
lin to West Germany. 

The Western powers use the 
trains to move personnel and 
supplies from West Germany to 
support their military garrisons 
in West Berlin. 

Last November the Russians 
clamped restrictions on move- 
ment of rail traffic, but relaxed 
the curbs after the Western 
powers protested. 


TINY COLLAPSIBLE 
HELICOPTER IS 
TESTED FOR NAVY 


PALO ALTO, Calif., Jan. 10 
‘AP)\—The Navy yesterday an- 
nounced the first flight of a 


small, collapsible one-passenger 
|helicopter designed for quick 
assembly at the battlefront. 
The Navy calls it the Xroe-1, 
held together by quick release 


pins. It may be assembled by 
one person in less than 10 
minutes 

The designer, Hiller Heli- 


copters, said the Xroe-l comes 
close to the idea of a strap-on- 
back rotorcycle.. The Xroe-1 
collapses into a small package 
weighing less than 250 pounds 
and can be easily transported or 
dropped by parachute. 

Xroe-l is powered with a 
Nelson four-cylinder, 2-cycle 
air-cooled engine manufactured 
by Barmotive Products Inc. 

An 18-foot rotor above the 
pilot's head provides lift, with 
'a small tail rotor on a tubular 
boom to compensate for torque. 
_ The pilot sits in the open on 
/a small bicycle-type seat, with 
' the engine just behind his back.

In support of his plan, Blair 
declared that the present State 
Budget Office, comprising an 
assistant budget director and 
two elerks, is too small to han- 
dle the job. He said it can ac- 
complish little more than com- | 
pile records on departmental 
fund requests and estimates. | 

Under his budget office 
recommen dations, the staff 
would be increased to include two 
senior budget analysts, a meth- 
ods and organization analyst, 
four junior investigator-analysts, 
two statistical clerks, an allot- 
ment clerk, and other necessary 
clerical help. 


Inadequate Data. 


As the incoming Governor, 
Blair continued, he is required 
submit his budget recom- 
mendations to the new Legis- 
lature. But he said he is not 
satisfied with the information 
available to him, and will there- 
fore submit a budget for one- 
year appropriations only. 

He estimated the state's gen- 
eral revenue for the 1957-59

Blair suggested that the an- 
ticipated $18,000,000 deficit for 
the first year be paid from the 
state's $43,000,000 surplus. Af- 
ter the fiscal study has been 
made, he said, the state's fi- 
nances can be put en a sound 
basis thereafter. 


He warned that the surplus 
should not be depleted, and 
recommended that at least $15.,- 
000,000 be retained by the close 
of the two-year period to give 
the state a safe working margin. 

Blair also announced that his 
proposed one-year budget will 
include funds for complete fi- 
nancing of the new public school 
foundation program. The state 
school aid for the 1957-58 fis- 
cal year will amount to $77.- 
869,033, the largest annual allot- 
purpose.

Ninety-three of a total of 94 
appeals made by St. Louis 
water division employes in an 
effort to gain reclassification 
of their jobs were dismissed 
vesterday before the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. The appeals, 
part of an effort to obtain a 
pay increase, were directed 
against a reclassification study 
made by Personnel Director R. 
Elliott Scearce. 


In most instances, petitioners 
sought to have their jobs classi- 
fied as “water division laborers” 


or “water division truck driv- 
ers’ rather than as “laborers 
and “truck drivers.” Scearce 


ruled that they would be classi- 
fied the same as other city em- 
ploves doing similar work. 

Paul W. Preisler, attorney 
representing 71 of the employes, 
asked that their cases be dis- 
missed and indicated he would 
refile the appeals in a different 
form. The commission dismissed 
22 appeals because personne] in- 
volved did not appear.

Humphrey Says Move 

Might Aid ‘German 

‘Unification, Easing 
-of Tensions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP) 
— Senator Hubert Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, called on the 
Eisenhower administration to- 
day “to take a good long look” 
at the possibilty of pulling back 
United States forces in Europe 
German reunificationg and a 
general easing of East-West ten- 
sions might be aided by such a 
move, he said. 

Humphrey heads a Foreign 
Relations subcommitte on dis- 
armament which is conducting 
hearings. 

Humphrey said he agrees 
with George Kennan, formerly 
Ambassador to Moscow and au- 
thor of the Truman Admini- 
stration’s containment-of-Com- 
munism policy, that separating 
United States and Soviet forces 
fm Europe is a necessary first 
step toward world disarmament, 

Kennan testified before the 
subcommittee yesterday, saying 
“TI have never felt there was any 
great possibility of arriving at 
anv agreement on disarmament 
with the Soviet Union as long 
as American and Soviet forces 
are face to face in the middle 
of Germany.” 

“That has to be tackled first,” 
Kernan added. 

He recommended that the 
Administration make a “policy 
decision” to propose troop with- 
drawals from Europe. That, he 
said, would “put the United 
States in a forward position and 
the Soviet Union on _ the 
defensive.” 

He said Russia was trapped 
On the “horns of a dilemma” of 
its own making in eastern Eu- 
rope, and the United States 
must decide whether to cling 
to its present policy or come 
up with new proposals. 

Calling for a re-examination 
ef United States policy, Ken- 
nan suggested the United States 
mivht propose a “reduction, 
redisposition or withdrawal” of 
United States and Soviet troops 
from their face-to-face posi- 
tions in Europe. 

He said German reunifica- 
tion. might then be possible, 
followed by “supplemental 
p°cts” inclvding all the nations 
ef Europe but leaving the At- 
lantic and Warsaw pacts as is. 

Coming “up with sweeping 
new proposals, and pressing 
them despite initial Soviet re- 
ection. . Kennan said, “would 
involve dangefrs no greater than 
the dangers of doing nothing, 
which I deem to be consider- 
able.”

NOT ACCEPTED IN 
DEPORTATION CASE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP) 
—An alien convicted 
homeland of a crime invelving | 
moral turpitude is subject to | 
deportation despite a pardon 
from the same court in which 
he was convicted, a federal 
judge ruled yesterday. 

United States District Judge 
David A, Pine made the ruling 
in the case of Michelle de Bel- 
lis, 38 years old, of Stockton,

BRITONS WORRIED

reacted with surprise and sym- 
pathy to the resignation of Sir 
Anthony Eden as Prime Muin- 
ister.

Dispute Over Jordan. 

An abortive attempt to bring 
Jordan into the Baghdad pact 
hurt the previously close friend- 
ship between that country and 
Britain. These relations de- 
teriorated further when Jordan 
fired Lt. Gen. John Bagot 
Glubb, builder of the Arab 
Legion, considered by many to 
be the finest fighting force in 
the Middle East.

troops from Egypt. At the end, 
blood had been spilled, untold 
millions in property had been 
destroyed. and the canal, the 
British “lifeline” to the oil- 
rich Middle East. was blocked. 
A byproduct of the fiasco 
was the resignation from the 
government of Anthony Nut- 
ting. one of England's most 
brilliant younger diplomats 
Crisis Took Its Toll. 
Eden had the backing of his 
mentor, Churchill. on his Suez 
policy. but the resultant crisis 
took its toll of the 59-year-old 
prime minister. By mid-Novem- 
ber, his doctors found him suf- 
fering from “severe overstrain”™ 
and ordered a vacation. He 
went to Jamaica for three weeks 
and returned to London, ap- 
parently in excellent health.

Battle of Art Hill. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Judging from what we have seen 
of the designs for the proposed addi- 
tion to the City Art Museum, they 
represent a tasteful and practical so- 
lution to an urgent civic problem. 

By means of keeping the new 
structure very low, as the architects 
have done, it will not appear as an 
excrescence on the closed, classic 
design of the original museum build- 
ing, much in the spirit of the wings 
which were added to the White 
House many years ago, and which 
do not in any way disturb the tradi- 
tional appearance of the structure. 

The public need not be concerned 
about the necessary discrepancies in 
style between the museum building, 
a representative of a past era, and 
the proposed simple and unobtrusive 
addition. Europe is full of Gothic 
cathedrals with Renaissance facades, 
eighteenth century domes on Ro- 
mManesque churches, mediaeval cas- 
tles with later additions in several 
different styles, and nobody seems 
to mind, The new designs for our 
museum have solved with great re- 
straint and ingenuity the problem 
of adapting an old building to the 
expanded cultural life of the present. 

It is not only our official view as 
art historians, but the personal opin- 
ion of each of us that the museum 
director and the architects are to 
be congratulated for their coura- 
geous proposals for a building that 
the. whole community has needed 
for decades.

The Fall of Eden 


Nearly 70 years ago—the exact date was March 
20, 1890—Sir John Tenniel printed in Punch 
one of the most famous cartoons of all time, 
“Dropping the Pilot.” It showed the young 
Kaiser Wilhelm looking down from the ship's 
rail on the retiring Bismarck. Were Sir John 
alive today he would have another dramatic 
theme for his drawing board in the resignation 
of Prime Minister Eden. 

Anthony Eden was only 25 years old—just 
out of the trenches and Oxford—when he was 
elected to the House of Commons in 1923. If 
he was young he was a young man of mark. He 
rose fast. By 1931 he was Undersecretary of 
State for Foreign Affaifs and only four years 
later Foreign Secretary. 

But those were the years of Neville Chamber- 
lain and Anthony Eden disagreed with the off 
cial British policy on Hitler and Mussolini— 
disagreed, protested and resigned his high post. 
Churchill took him into the World War II cabi- 
net and then when the Conservatives returned 
to power in 1951, following their postwar defeat, 
the handsome member for Warwick and Leam- 
ington became deputy Prime Minister. Finally 
the great Sir Winston stepped down and An- 
thony Eden stepped up to the prime minister- 
ship. The successor was, said Churchill, “a lead- 
er worthy of the cause.” 

That was April 6, 1955—only a year and nine 
months ago. Now Sir Anthony is out as Prime 
Minister and although he is not vet 60 years 
old his career as a statesman is said to be ended. 
As he left No. 10 Downing street to take his 
resignation to the Queen, he said the poor state 
of his health was the reason. 

And there would be few to argue that he had 
not been through enough to make a strong man 
sick to say nothing of one who had always been 
frail. Economic troubles at home and a host of 
worries abroad, including Cyprus and the Mid- 
dle East, drove him finally to an act of despera- 
tion—the invasion, with the French and Israeli, 
of Egypt in the hope of re-establishing control 
of the Suez canal. It was a military misadven- 
ture, outside the United Nations and without 
consultation in Washington. 

That London and Paris and Tel Aviv had 
strong provocation in the many arrogant and 
hostile acts of Nasser and his Arab followers 
was not to be denied. Nor could it be said that 
the members of the U.N., including the United 
States, had done all they could to get to the 
heart of the Middle Eastern controversies. 
Eden, beset on the one side by mounting pres- 
sures and plagued on the other by temporizing 
if not inaction, took his people to war, blocked 
the canal he sought to keep open, increased his 
problems at home and in the end brought his 
own downfall. 

President Eisenhower might sympathize. He 
could not support the aggression. From the 
time in October when the President criticized 
the Eden Government's resort to arms and 
called for the withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Egyptian soil, Sir Anthony's days were num- 
bered. After that it was only a matter of time. 
The resignation which Queen Elizabeth has re- 
ceived in Buckingham palace was as inevitable 
as the tides that rise and fall on the beaches at 
Dover. Harold Macmillan, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, will head a new government. 

Whatever his mistakes, there is and will be 
a warm and kindly feeling on this side of the 
Atlantic for the tall son of Durham. Americans 
will hope that he can continue in some way to 
be of service in the channels of diplomacy in 
these distraught times. The bonds that hold 
the English-speaking peoples together may at 
times stretch; they must never be broken. The 
best public servants are none too good for our 
mutual problems across the sea.

Park Now Up to Legislature 

Missouri’s Park Board has agreed to establish 
an 1854-acre state park on the Allison peninsula 
in Lake Wappapello. The decision was made 
when the Federal Government agreed to lease 
the site to the State for 25 years with an option 
to renew for another 25 years. 

In all probability, further extensions of the 
lease will be automatic. But even if Missouri 
could count on use of the land for only 50 years, 
the term is long enough to warrant the improve- 
ments incidental to the park’s development. 

The next step is up to the Legislature. It 
must vote the necessary funds, beginning with 
$115,000 for the first installations. Prompt ac- 
tion will assure the opening of the park—with 
facilities for boating, swimming, fishing, camp- 
ing and the like—in the spring of 1958. Con- 
sidering the growing number of Missourians 
who seek recreation in the scenic regions of the 
state, the sooner work is started on the Wappa- 
pello park, the better. 
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Tossing the Dog a Bone 
The fight against the Senate filibuster has 
earned a small dividend. Democratic Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson has joined Republican 
Leader Knowland in supporting a change in 
the rules that would make terminating debate 
somewhat easier than at present. In effect 
Senators Johnson and Knowland would go back 
to the rules as they stood between 1918 and 
1949. Under these, debate could be closed by 
the votes of two-thirds of the Senators present. 
instead of by an absolute two-thirds of the 

membership as the rules now provide. 
Senator Johnson and the Southern Democrats 
he speaks for undoubtedly feel that they can 
afford to make this slight concession without 


running any real risk of forfeiting their minor- . 


ity control over civil rights legislation. The 
record bears them out. 

Under the rule which Messrs. Johnson and 
Knowland would restore, efforts to close debate 
came to a vote 19 times, and succeeded only 
four times. The last occasion on which one 
succeeded was in 1927. Between that year and 
the adoption of a stiffer rule in 1949, nine peti- 
tions to beat a filibuster were filed—six of them 
on civil rights issues—and not one succeeded. 

For practical purposes, then, a relative two- 
thirds vote requirement is almost as useful as 
an absolute two thirds from the filibusterers’ 
point of view. Either way, a determined minor- 
ity can keep the Senate tied up in mock debate 


, 


until the majority agrees not to press the legis- 
lation to which the minority objects. The only 
truly democratic filibuster rule is one which 
permits a simple majority to terminate debate 
after a reasonable time for discussion has 
elapsed. This the foes of the filibuster should 
keep fighting for. Having mustered 40 votes 
last week, they should not be content with half- 
way reform intended to quell the agitation for 
truly democratic rules. 
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(,00d Advice From Gov. Blair 

Within the next few years the State of Mis- 
souri will inevitably seek to expand its public 
services and these will cost more. Recognizing 
this, Gov.-elect James T. Blair Jr. has given 
the Legislature a sound plan for charting the 
state's financial future. 

In brief, the incoming“Governor proposes that 
the Legislature appropriate funds for only one 


year instead of two. He requests money for a® 


Budget Office consisting of 12 competent regu- 

lar employes instead of three as at present. He 

promises to use this staff to analyze state ex- 
penditures and to prepare a proper budget for 

a special session one year hence. 

Gov. Blair notes that current requests are 
likely to exceed revenues, and that the state 
can provide interim financing by dipping into 
its $43,000,000 syrplus for $18,000,000. But 
when the year is over, Gov. Blair warns, Mis- 
souri should know definitely where it is going. 

The present budget system does not tell the 
state where it is going, or even where it is. 
While the State Constitution makes the Gover- 
nor responsible for the budget under law, he 
cannot meet the requirement in practice. For 
the budget is largely a compilation of what var- 
ious state departments think they need. 

It does not accurately reflect programs but is 
generally limited to payments for personnel and 
items. It provides no picture of long-range 
capital improvements. It does not show some 
institutional and federal funds used for state 
purposes—such as payments to unemployed. 

Above all, when this budgetary mess is sub- 
mitted to the Governor for appraisal, he has no 
suitable staff with which to analyze the requests 
or programs or expenditures. 

Consequently the State Reorganization Com- 
mission has recommended that the Governor be 
given an adequate Budget Office staff to pre- 
pare a comprehensive budget. The “Little 
Hoover” commission said the budget should re- 
flect programs, not mere objects of expenditure. 
Such a budget would give the Governor, the 
Legislature and the people a realistic picture of 
future policies and what they cost. 

As Gov. Blair says, “Without good budgeting 
it is virtually impossible for the state efficiently 
to supply adequate governmental services, and 
to do so on a basis that is fair to its citizens 
who must supply the revenues.” 

Missouri today is not living up to its consti- 
tutional policy much less to sound financial 
principles.

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Mr. Sam’s Further Milestones 

Samuel Taliaferro Rayburn, who has chalked 
up some remarkable milestones in his time, has 
added two more to his collection by celebrating 
his seventy-fifth birthday and a half-century of 
public service—all within 48 hours. 

Sam Rayburn not only talks and acts like a 
Texan but looks and thinks like one, having 
been born in Tennessee. At 29 he won the dis- 
tinction of being the youngest man ever to 
serve as Speaker of the Texas Legislature, and 
six years ago he broke Henry Clay’s century-old 
record for length of service as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. He steered the Rural 
Electrification Act, the Securities and Exchange 
Act, the Federal Communications Act, the Hold- 
ing Company Act and much of the rest of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's New Deal reforms 
through the House, and later gave similar serv- 
ice to the Truman Doctrine. 

Mr. Sam, as he is known in Washington 
(Squire, as they call him in Texas) is a soft- 
spoken man with tact, patience and diplomacy. 
He possesses the fierce pride in the speakershipg 
which has made it so high an office. He finds 
endless interest in the House’s 11,000 rules and 
precedents. “I’d rather be Speaker than 10 
Senators,” he has said. “I love the House.” 

The ambition he had as a young man still 
shines as golden in retrospect as it was in an- 
ticipation, after the longest career as Speaker. 
anyone ever had. It is possible to disagree with 
a man like that, but it is impossible not to re- 
spect him—and envy him. 
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Suez Treaty Slow-Down 
-“The United Nations is actively concerning 
itself with all these matters, and we are sup- 
porting the United Nations.” 

This was the only reference in President 
Eisenhower's Middle East message to one of the 
most vital Middle East problems—-the reopening 
of the Suez canal on terms that will guarantee 
its international character. This does not mean 
international ownership. It does mean, at the 
very least, a new treaty under which the rights 
of both Egypt and the users are recognized. 

Nasser’s Egypt, however, appears to be in no 
hurry to negotiate such a treaty. By refusing 
to deal with Britain and France, even through 
Secretary General Hammarskjold as interme- 
diary, and by hinting that British-French ship- 
ping may be barred until Israel quits the Gaza 
strip, Nasser is coming very close to doing just 
what he once agreed not to do—using the canal 
for the national political purposes of Egypt. 

If Nasser continues on this course, the day 
may soon come when it will not be enough for 
the United States simply to “support” the U.N. 
on the issue of a Suez settlement. Because our 
government bears a special responsibility for 
the matter being in the U.N.’s jurisdiction, it 
may have to exert positive leadership. — 

The important thing is that a treaty should 
be swiftly concluded and that it should guaran- 
tee the fair rights of the users. It need not try 
to turn back the clock as regards nationaliza- 
tion, but it should provide for unrestricted 
passage, fair tolls, improvement of the canal, 
arbitration of the disputes, and assurance of 
nonpolitical management. Secretary Hammar- 
skjold is entitled to the strongest United States 
support in pressing these objectives.

Public Affairs Institute survey shows that labor forces may in- 
crease more rapidly than available jobs in next decade, because 
of rising population and productivity; if so, demand will arise 
for shorter work week, but this is no automatic answer either. 


From the Oil, Chemical and Atomic Workers’ Union News 


A strong warning that our national 
economy will have to grow much faster 
during the next 10 years if it is to pro- 
vide jobs for our growing number of 
workers is implicit in a new employ- 
ment study just published by the Pub- 
lic Affairs Institute. 

Written by senior resource economist 
Stephen Raushenbush and called “Pro- 
ductivity and Employment—1955-1965,” 
the study analyzes the growth in the 
American labor force during the next 
10 years due to the increase in “war 
babies” during the early °40s. 

It compares this growth with the in- 
crease of American productivity due 
to mechanization and automation and 
concludes that drastic changes will have 
to be made in hours of work if every- 
one who wants a job is to have one 
and the economy is to be kept in bal- 
ance by 1965. 

Here are its major findings: 


1. Large cuts in the working hours 
between 1948 and 1955 were avoided 
only by a phenomenal increase in gov- 
ernment employment. This took care 
of 48 per cent of the total increase in 
labor force between those years. No 
similar expansion is expected during 
the coming decade. 


As War Babies Grow Up 


2. The influx of “war babies” into 
the labor force in the 1960s and the 
continued exodus from agriculture will 
increase very seriously the demand for 
shorter hours or longer vacations by 
1965. While the total labor force will 
increase by only 9.4 million, the job 
applicants in the chief industries will 
increase by 10.7 million, representing 
the continued shift into industry from 
agriculture. ; 

3. Continuation of past increases in 
the annual rate of output per man- 
year will result in a requirement of 
24 per cent less labor time per unit 
in 1965 than in 1955. A first over-all 
estimate indicates that with a real 
gross national product increasing at 
3% per cent annually, the demand by 
newcomers to the labor force for reduc- 
tions in working time in the industrial 
sector may go up to 10 per cent of 
present working time by 1965. 

This means cuts in weekly hours up 
to 4 hours or, alternatively, an increase 
of as muclt as 5 weeks in annual vaca- 
tions, More rapidly increasing gross na- 
tional product (GNP) rates would mean 
smaller cuts in working time. 


More in Service Industry 


4. The broad category of service oc- 
cupations, including trade, finance, gov- 
ernment and utilities, on the basis of 
recent productivity trends, may take 
between 3.4 million and 5.6 million of 
the additions of the industrial labor 
force, depending on whether the real 
GNP increases at the past rate of 314 
per cent or rises to a 5 per cent rate 
annually. The latter is considered un- 
likely, The 1952-55 growth rate was 
2% per cent. 


5. Productivity in manufacturing has 
been increasing at a 314 per cent rate 
annually, and a continuation of that 
rate would mean that each unit can be 


produced with 29 per cent less labor 
in 1965 than it was in 1955. Given a 
continuation of recent growth rates of 
the GNP, manufacturing is not ex- 
pected to absorb more than 1.2 million 
of the increase in labor force in the 
decade. 

6. Increases in productivity in manu- 
facturing between 1952 and 1955 have 
resulted in a decrease in employment 
opportunities of 1.7 million workers 
who would have been retained at 1952 
output levels per man. 


The Record of Automation 


7. There is nothing automatic about 
the claimed employment-creating ef- 
fects of automation. Some industries 
add new workers as they increase out- 
put per man-year, but others slough 
them off into the service industries. 

Seven manufacturing industries in- 
creased productivity more rapidly than 
volume, and showed a net decrease in 
demand for hours of labor. 


Eight manufacturing industries 
showed much lower increases in their 
demand for labor than in their pro- 
ductivity. 

Only five manufacturing industries 
(autos, chemicals, printing, furniture, 
apparel) showed greater increases in 
labor demand than in productivity. 

8. In railroading 80 per cent of the 
decline in demand for hours of labor 
can be attributed to increased produc- 
tivity, in bituminous coal 60 per cent 
and in textiles 51 per cent. 

9. The average labor saving in manu- 
facturing between 1948 and 1955 was 
19.5 per cent, and ranged from 4 per 
cent in apparel to 32 per cent in air- 
craft. 


What If More Wives Work? 


10, Figures are developed for the re- 
lationship between labor savings be- 
cause of productivity and increases in 
labor costs, based on gross hourly earn- 
ings and not including fringe benefits. 
In 3 of 20 manufacturing industries, 
labor savings seem to have offset all 
wage increases since 1948. In others 
labor cost increases exceeded labor sav- 
ings. 

11, A second and more detailed pro- 
jection of working-time in 1965, based 
on all the separate categories of em- 
ployment, shows that the newcomers 
to the industrial labor force can be ab- 
sorbed, with high productivity, only 

reductions of 4 hours weekly in 
1965, but that a much more rapidly 
increasing GNP will lower the required 
cut to 1424 hours weekly, or alterna- 
tively to 1.8 weeks of additional vaca- 
tion. However, an increased productivi- 
ty rate for manufacturing is assumed 
in this second estimate. 

12. The study suggests, without elabo- 
ration, that a switch toward a shorter 
work-week (as distinct from longer va- 
cations) may pull more wives into the 
labor force than the census has counted 
on, and thereby accentuate the problem 
of working hours, that the demand for 
recreational facilities may increase very 
rapidly, and that the economy may be 
expected in the future to live some- 
what less than in recent years on ex- 
penditure for new plant and equipment.

Between Book Ends 


The Blade Is Tarnished 


THE TERRIBLE SWIFT SWORD, by 
Arthur Steuer. (Coward-McCann, 254 


pgs., $3.50.) 
Thirty years ago, three clean-cut 
young men known in fiction as the 


Rover Boys attended an imaginary mil- 
itary school] known as Putnam Hall. 
Through 40 volumes, they served hon- 
orably within “the system” and “played 
the game” with faultless virtue. Young 
readers of the day admired their skill 
and integrity. 


The setting for Arthur Steuer’s new 
novel, “The Terrible Swift Sword,” is 
Mason Military Academy, superficially 
the counterpart of old Putnam Hall. Its 
brass is as bright as the bugles of Put- 
nam Hall and its ivy-covered facades 
suggest an equal measure of honorable 
tradition. Author Steuer peers inside, 
however, and finds its spirit as rotten 
as death. 

A loaded revolver is mysteriously 
missing from the Mason Armory. Six 
young cadets and one instructor are 
involved in its dis- 
appearance. The 
offender must be 
apprehended in or- 
der that “the pyra- 
midal structure of 
authority” may be 
reasserted. Accu- 
sations, denials 
and finally out- 
breaks of violence 
follow one upon 
‘the other. The ca- 
dets seem more 
concerned with 
considerations of 
promotion and de- 
motion than the 
fact that a loaded firearm is some- 
where on the premises in irresponsible 
hands. If this outlook is immature, it 
nonetheless seems likely in a military 
background and does not disturb the 
plausibility of the book. 

It is not clear which cadet lies near- 
est the heart of the story. Perhaps it 
is Ted Cantrell, a cadet with the un- 
failing knack of antagonizing his asso- 
ciates. In one horrifying scene, the 
others nearly kill Cantrell. They plunge 
his head repeatedly into a bucket of 
water to extract information which the 
reader realizes Cantrell simply does 
not have. 

Or, perhaps, it is Cadet Scobey, the 
only one who reaffirms the dignity of 
young men, though in such a tardy and 
vacillating manner as to weaken even 
his position. All the remaining cadets 
suffer certain psychological illnesses in 
common—rank fever, acute self-interest 
and chronic distrust. 


Thus Arthur Steuer discovers dissen- 
sion and inhumanity within a setting 
generally associated with teamwork and 
discipline. He seems to say that a sys- 
tem based on military rank is futile, 
unjust and responsible for a great deal 
of needless cruelty. By extension, he 
suggests that the same faults are to be 
found at higher military levels. 

The phrase, “The Terrible Swift 
Sword” is from “The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic.” The sword represents 
justice. At Mason Military Academy, 
it is sadly tarnished, however swift and 
terrible. ROBERT FRIEDMAN.

$60.71, compared with $109.67 |

ported and privately supported | 
agencies in the area, showed | 
that in 1940 $21,200,000 was 
spent for the same services.

GABRIELA MISTRAL, 
NOBEL POET, Dies 


Noted Chilean Writer Vic- 
tim of Cancer at 66 in 
Hempstead, N.Y. 


HEMPSTEAD, N. Y., Jan. 10 
(AP)—Gabriela Mistral, Chilean 
poet who won the Nobel Prize 
in literature in 1945, died of 
cancer today in Hempstead 
General Hospital. She was 67 
years old. 


Gabriela Mistral was a pen 
name, formed from those of 
Federico Mistral, a French 
Provincial poet, and Gabriel 
d’Annunzio, the Italian patriot. 
Her real name was Lucila Godoy 
y Alcayaga. 

Her first major collection of 
sonnets was published in the 
United States in 1922 under the 
title “Desolacicn.” Critics con- 
sidered her collection, “Tala,” 
published in Buenos Aires in 
1938, even more outstanding. 

The daughter of a village

amounts from television and 
radio. 


The Moore-Patterson con- 
test drew $228,145 in Chicago 
but this was topped by Robin- 
son and Bobo Olson in Los 
Angeles when Robinson 
knocked out Olson in the 
fourth round to regain the 
160-pound championship be- 
fore 20,803 persons. Receipts 
for that one were $233,456. 

Mario D’Agata, recognized 
as the bantamweight cham- 
pion by the world champion- 
ship committee, defeated Rob- 
ert Cohen in Rome before 
38,000 with receipts of $52,107. 

Pascual Perez Busy. 
-WyASCUAL PEREZ, the Ar-

HE Imperial German army 
T was marching across Bel- 

gium through the flames of 
World War I when a trans 
Atlantic liner steamed into New 
York harbor in August, 1934. 
Among the passengers who dis- 
embarked were two urbane and 
impeccably dressed gentlemen 
deeply concerned with Amer- 
ica's neutrality, 


The men were Count Johann 
von Bernstorff, German Am- 
bassador to the United States, 
and Dr. Heinrich Albert, the 
German commercial attache. 

The courtesies of diplomatic 
immunity spared them the de- 
lay of opening their luggage for 
customs inspection; and soon 
they were hurrying on their 
wa) Von Bernstorff to the 
Embassy in Washington, and 
Dr. Albert to his offices in the 


Hamburg-American building in 
New York. 

In this casual manner, Am- 
bassador von Bernstorff carried 
into the United States $150,- 
000,000 in German treasury 
notes to finance the first for- 
eign espionage and sabotage 
apparatus to be organized in 
this country. 

Conditions were favorable for 
Von Bernstorff. America was 
the unsuspecting innocent, mag- 
nificently isolated and un- 
schooled in the plotting and 
counterplotting of the Euro- 
pean powers. The Army’s in- 
telligence section, assembled in 
full force, totaled two officers 
and two clerks. 

Americans were more inter- 
ested in their internal affairs 
than in the affairs of Europe. 
There was trouble south of the 
Rio Grande and along the Mex- 
ican border, where revolution 
had boiled for three years. 

There was unrest in indus- 
try, where young unions were 
fighting for recognition by 
management. Industrial dis- 
putes were often erupting into 
terrible, bloody conflicts.

N this ferment, a small group 
| or men and women were 

preaching the doctrine of 
workers’ control over production 
and encouraging violence. They 
were rallying workers to join 
the Industrial Workers of the 
World (1.W.W.) and other ex- 
tremist groups, whose member- 
ship included many who were 
to become the outriders of the 
Communist party in America. 

Von Bernstorff quickly went 
to work. His staff was small but 
efficient and well departmental- 
ized: Dr. Albert handled the 
money and directed complex 
business manipulations; Capt. 
Karl Boy-Ed, the naval attache, 
was responsible for the sa 
tage of ships carrying arms to 
the Allies; and Capt. Franz von 
Papen, the military attache, 
supervised other espionage and 
sabotage throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

In the months that followed, 
mysterious explosions blew up 
ammunition dumps, powder 
plants, guncotton storehouses 
and chemical plants. War plants 
were ruined by fires. American 
Ships en route to England, 
France and Russia, loaded with 
munitions and other supplies, 
caught fire at sea and many 
sank. 

In the dark morning hours 
of July 30, 1916, frightful blasts 
from 2,000,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite jarred anhattan and 
Jersey City, N.J, The explosions 
were on Black Tem Island in 
New York harbor, a major 
transfer point for supplies 
shipped to Europe. The thunder- 
ous noise was heard 100 miles 
away. The concussion shattered 
almost every window in Jersey 
City, and heavy plate-glass win- 
dows crashed to the sidewalks 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn. 
Black Tom Island's usefulness 
was destroyed. Three men and 
a child were killed. 

British Intelligence had ad- 
vance warning of the German 
sabotage campaign in America. 
A German General Staff mes- 
sage to Von Bernstorff was in- 
tercepted by the intelligence 
department of the British Ad- 
miralty and passed on to the 
American State Department of- 
ficials in London. But no rec- 
ord has been found in Depart- 
ment of Justice files indicating 


that the information never 
reached the Bureau of 
Investigation. 

With the call to arms in 


World War I, the Bureau of In- 
vestigation was swamped with 
work. The agent force was in- 
creased immediately from 300 
men to 400. But this was a

Bureau Chief A. Bruce Biel- 
aski realized the enormous job 
that would have to be done. For 
this reason, he was interested 
in a letter from a Chicage ad- 
vertising executive, A. MM. 
Briggs. 

Briggs suggested formation 
of a volunteer organization of 
loyal Americans who would give 
their time and service to the 
Government to help the Bureau 
of Investigation in work in- 
volving national defense. The 
citizens would bear all the ex- 
penses of the operation. 

The idea appealed to Bielaski 
and toe Attorney General 
Thomas W. Gregory. Briggs 
was encouraged to go ahead. 
Four days after receiving this 
Department of Justice and bu- 
reau blessing, Briggs had 
formed the American Protective 
League. 

The organization snowballed. 
Within three months it had 
nearly 100,000 members. The 
number swelled to 250,000. 
APL divisions were formed in 
every major city in the coun- 
try. The rush for membership 
was so great that enlistments 
had to be suspended temporar- 
ily until headquarters could 
eatch its breath and get a fresh 
batch of the 75-cent badges 
bearing the legend: “American 
Protective League, Secret Serv- 
ice Division.”

had no power of arrest, but 
such details soon were forgot- 
ten by Many APL members in 
their zeal to nail a spy. 

Three months after the APL 
was formed, Secretary of the 
Treasury William G. MeAdoo 
protested to Gregory against 
the APL’s use of the words 
“Secret Service” in its litera- 
ture and on its badges. He said 
the APL was being falsely iden- 
tified with the Treasury’s offi- 
cial Secret Service, and causing 
the Treasury embarrassment. 
“You will recall,” McAdoo 
wrote, “that during the Ameri- 
can Revolution a voluntary or- 
Zanization . .. was formed un- 
der the title of ‘Sons of Liberty.’ 
It committed grave abuses and 
injustices. This ‘Secret Service’ 
division of the American Pro- 
tective League contains the 
same evil potentialities. .. .” 


Gregory defended the league 
and its patriotic purpose, but he 
promised that the words “Secret 
Service” would be eliminated. 

MeAdoo’s warning was pro- 
phetic. The good work which 
many responsible and sober citi- 
zens performed, with full regard 
for the law, was buried beneath 
the violations of civil rights per- 
petrated by the army ef ama- 


teur sleuths. APL operatives 
made illegal arrests and 
searches, and, in many cases 


they encouraged the impression 
that they were Federal officers. 
HE biggest storm broke late 

in the summer of 1918. Draft 
300,000, roughly the equivalent 
of 25 dmwisions of men evading 
ed on a roundup in New York, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City and New- 
On, Sept. 3 it started, with 
the ‘Federal agents aided by 
al Guardsmen and 2000 opera- 
tives from APL.

S A TEEN-AGER, do you think you average up fairly 
Ave against others in your group on knowledge of news 

events? 

Or, as an adult, are you one of those people who have 
a lot to say about the 
shallow thinking and su- 
perficial interests of teen- 
agers? 

Either way. you might 
be interested in matching 
wits with a bunch of typi- 
cal youngsters we inter- 
viewed recently around the 
country. 

We put 10 questions to 
them about national and 
international personalities 
and events. 

You won't have to do at 
all well, actually, to score 
better than the interviewed 
youngsters. It could be a 
fact—and we wouldn’t be 
a bit surprised—that boys 
and girls are more inter- 
ested in dates, and in their 
studies, and in what's go- 
ing on in their own groups, 
than they are in what's going on in the nation and the 
world. Also that many adults center their major interests 
on their jobs, their families and themsel. es. 

But whatever age, you probably will be astonished at 
how much you have forgotten about what you read in the 
papers. 

Of the teen-agers interviewed, only a tiny fraction came 
close to perfect scores. The boys averaged three correct 
answers each, while the girls averaged 2.4. 

On the other hand, a few adults that we talked to on 
a hit-or-miss basis averaged only 4.3 eorrect answers each— 
which isn’t a great deal better.

QUESTIONS TOUCHING on foreign affairs ran into 
the densest fog of ignorance, as did one with a scientific 
slant. The girls did uniformily worse than the lads, a point 
from which you can draw any conclusion you like. 

Thirty-nine per cent of the young people knew Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's age, 19 per cent knew the recipient of 
arms—in exchange for cotton—from a Communist satellite, 
but only 10 per cent could name Britain’s foreign secretary 
or the tag for next year’s world-wide scientific research 
undertaken by many_ nations.

Very few of our teeners came up with the right answer 
to both parts of the first question—the Nautilus and the 
Seawolf. Four per cent of the boys and 1 per cent of the 
girls nranaged it; 23 and 18 per cent got half of the question.

UESTION time follows the talk of a guest speaker 
Qe according to the chairman, has kindly consented

And as far as the Eng- 
lish language was concerned, 
the class might as well have 
been kindergarten students. 

They were Hungarian refu- 
gees, 40 in all, who ranged in 
age from 6-year-old youngsters 
to middle-aged men and women. 
Most of them appeared to be 
in their late twenties and thir- 
ties. But they had one thing 
in common. None of them 
could speak English beyond a 
few simple phrases, such as 
“how do you do,” “thank you,” 
and “goodby.”’ 

These were phrases they had 
picked up in the course of their 
flight from Hungary, across 
the ocean, to Camp Kilmer in 
New Jersey, and finally to St. 
Louis.

HE classroom was the din- 
T ing room of the Mission 

Free School at 369 North 
Taylor avenue. The Mission 
Free School, once a_ school, 
later a children’s home, op- 
erated by the Unitarian Church, 
has been idle pending plans to 
remodel and open it again as 
a children’s home. The board 
of directors of the three-story 
school turned it over to Father 
John de Gyarmathy, pastor of 
St. Stephen’s Hungarian Catho- 
lic church at Eleventh street 
and Chouteau avenue. 


Father John, who himself 
came to this country from Hun- 
gary 21 years ago, now has 23 
refugees in his house and 
church, 40 more at the Mission 
Free School. 

“They opened the building 
for us,” he explained, “and they 
are paying for everything, the 
heat, the light, all the utilities.” 

The refugees sleep in the 
sleeping quarters on the sec- 
ond and third floors. On the 
first floor are offices and a 
large parlor for recreation; and 
the combination dining hall and 
classroom.

In the meantime, it was the 
idea of Arnold Zopf, a co-ordi- 
nator in the Board of Educa- 
tion’s adult education program, 
to start teaching them English.

help of Mrs. Mildred Jaspar, 
principal of Sherwood Day 
School, who for a number of 


years has been teaching English 
to foreign born at Roosevelt 
Evening School; and her son, 
Henri Jaspar, who teaches Eng- 
lish to foreign born at Wash- 
ington University. 

Mrs. Jaspar’s approach to the 
job is simple and direct. Even 
though some of her students 
are as old as she, she maintains 
strict discipline in a pleasant 
sort of way, and drills her stu- 
dents as though they were chil- 
dren.

HE first he knew of the 
7 trouble was when a group 

of students came to the fac- 
tory and “invited” the several 
thousand employes to take part 
in a “demonstration.” Nearly 
all of them accepted the invi- 
tation. Fighting in the streets 
broke out the next day, and 
Paul, along with several hun- 
dred others, fought from be- 
hind a barricade they had 
erected in a Budapest square. 
They held out for 24 hours 


until the Communists. broke 
through the barricade with 
tanks. 


It was on Dec. 5 that Paul 
and Ilona decided to try to get 
away. With only the clothes on 
their backs and very little 
money, they set out. They trav- 
eled part of the time on foot, 
part of the time by train. 

Through the Catholic Relief 
Service they were brought to 
Camp Kilmer. There Paul was 
given a large brown envelope 
which was his “passport” to St. 
Louis. It bore the name and 
address of his brother, Dennis, 
who came to St. Louis from 
Budapest five years ago, and 
who, by coincidence, learned 
to speak English in a class con- 
ducted by Mrs. Jaspar. 

Typed on the envelope were 
the names of Paul and Ilona, 
and the fact they were Hun- 
garian refugees. The envelope 
also bore the printed message: 
“Please help me find the right 
train. I do not speak the Eng- 
lish language.”

Pearl Farmer Richardson, 
vice-chairman of the Speakers 
Research Committee for the 
United Nations, entitled “Your 
Community U.N.” It gives brief- 
ly and simply the story of the 
United Nations and tries to 
make people compare their own 
community with the structure, 
conditions and objectives of the 
U. N. Here is one paragraph 
that describes the idea: 

“Just as the U.N. pattern is 
an intelligent way of co-ordinat- 
ing the good forces in the worid, 
so it is also the pattern for the 
intelligent co-ordination of the 
good forces in any community. 
It is a positive program with 
definite action, action with a 
purpose and that purpose the 
betterment of conditions for the 
local community as a part of 
the world community.” 

*® d * 

IT IS INTERESTING to look 
at your own community with 
the parallel of the world com- 
munity in mind. We must find 
out how many races are repre- 
sented, what the community 
problems are, and how they can 
be handled. 

If you think of the Charter 
of the U.N., you will agree per- 
haps with another statement in 
this booklet which says: 

“The Charter of the U.N, is 
in reality an amplification of 
the admonition mankind was 
given centuries ago, “Therefore 
all things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do 
ye even so to them.’ 

“Some version of the Golden 
Rule runs through all the great 
religions. The Golden Rule in 
action will make and keep the 
peace. This is the simplest way 
the Charter of the U.N. can be 
stated.” 


* * _ 

AND PERHAPS it {fs also the 
simplest way by which you can 
solve many of the problems in 
your own community. In the 
survey that you will make of 
your own community, if you 
really study all of your com- 
munity’s problems, you will 
find it is the same survey you 
will want to make of all the na- 
tions in the world when you be- 
come interested in their prob- 
lems. 

For instance, what are the 
educational facilities of your 
area, what religious groups are 
represented, what industries 
have you, what must you im- 
port and what can you export, 
what are your transportation 
and communication facilities, 
what are the civil and philan- 
thropie organizations on which 
you can call to help you face 
your preblems and find solu- 
tions? 

This is pretty much what the 
U.N. is doing in countries all 
over the world, Getting the 
answers to these questions and 
trying to face the problems of 
the world and find solutions for 
them is a bigger task, but it is 
one we can all understand if 
we think of our own commun- 
ity in relation to the larger 
problem.

Good Soup Is a Work of Art 


It's Task That Takes Time, but Result Makes Effort Worth While 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE erudite author of a new 
cookbook recently published 
came out with the flat-foot- 
ed statement that most people 
can get better soup in a can 
than they can make themselves. 
That’s the kind of generous 
spirit I like to see. There’s a 
tendency among authors of 
cookbooks to take a supercil- 
ious attitude toward anything 
that isn’t made right at home. 
from scratch, and when they 
Say scratch they mean scratch. 
Some of them would have us 
grind our own horseradish and 
trample our own grapes. 


However, you will notice 
there is a slight qualification 
in his statement. He says most 
people. He probably says that 
with the knowledge that most 
people not only don’t know how 
to make a good soup, but in 
many cases don’t know good 
soup from bad. 

But among people who do 
know soup, a good soup is a 
work of art, and not something 
to be undertaken lightly or at 
a moment's notice. Good soup 
takes time. It also takes a 
proper balance of ingredients. 
But the rewards are worth the 
time and effort. 

Most of the good soups came 
to this country from the French 
and the Italians, to whom a 
soup is often a full meal, with 
perhaps an appetizer, a salad 
and a dessert. Such a soup is 
this Petite Marmite, from 
France. 

You need a big, heavy pot 
with a cover. Cut a two and a 
half pound chieken into eighths, 
and two and a half pounds of 
lean stewing beef into three- 
inch pieces. Rub them with 
salt and, let them stand for 10 
minutes. Heat a fourth of a cup 
of fat in a frying pan and brown 
the chicken on all sides. Put it 
in the pot. Then brown the 
beef in the skillet and put that 
in the pot, along with three 
pounds of veal bones, a pound 
and a half of marrowbone, two 
bay leaves, one clove and six 
peppercorns. 

Put in eight quarts of water. 
Let it come to a boil and cook 
for 10 minutes. Then skim it 
and let it go on cooking. Cut 
four medium onions in half, 
put them in a frying pan with 
enough fat to brown them and
